onnection 
A Happy Ending

une 18, 2010 marked the end of Congregation Sha’ar Zahav’s Sixth 
Annual Rainbow Campaign. Thanks to the generosity of many congre- 
gants and friends — and the determined efforts of over 30 callers—we 
reached almost 300 households and secured pledges of well over 
$100,000. These numbers, however, tell just part of the story. While 
the success of our campaign will provide a measure of financial stabil- 
ity for the shul, equally important is what we learned from many of our 
congregants. We’d like to share a few stories. 

One member we reached is in on long term disability through Social Security. 
When we reached him, he began kvelling about the rabbi, and told us how the syn- 
agogue and members have provided him warm and constant support, a strong 
sense of belonging, and an opportunity to volunteer, grow and learn. He apologized 
that he could only pledge double chai ($36). We were deeply touched by his gen- 
erosity and the way Sha’ar Zahav has enhanced his life. 

We reached a long-time member who hadn’t spoken with a volunteer caller in 
many years — even though she had personally worked hard to raise funds to secure 
our first building on Dan- 
vers Street, as well as for 
our current shul on 
Dolores. She shared her 
delight in hearing from 
the caller and told him that 
she had been looking for a 
meaningful way to recon- 
nect with the shul. He told 
her about a project that 
Irene Ogus is leading which is focused on building a planned giving and endowment 
campaign. She not only gladly made a rainbow pledge well above the asking amount 
but agreed to join Irene’s committee. The caller has shared this story with many peo- 
ple — he could not be more delighted that his call triggered a deep re-connection. 

A third person we contacted admitted that he was starting to drift from the shul 
because he believes our minhag does not support marriage between Jews and their 
non-Jewish partners. In the window between the Supreme Court decision and the 
passage of Prop 8 in November 2008, he and his partner decided to get married. 
While he had not spoken directly with the Rabbi or the Cantor, he assumed that 
there was no possibility of fulfilling his wishes for a kid-

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BUTOH IS A dance form that was 


developed in post-war Japan. In May, I had 
the pleasure of watching butoh master Ko 
Murobushi perform with Inkboat, a San 
Francisco-based performance company. 
Alone on a dark stage, he contorted his body 
con twisting his arms, face and torso in a manner that 
could be described as repellent, grotesque, or, at best, boring. 
Yet I was mesmerized, and would have been content to watch 
him all night. When he finally moved from the space he was 
in to join the other performers, | felt momentarily bereft, as if 
I had been robbed of something precious. When I tried to 
understand what it was about his performance that made me 
feel this way, all I could think was “kavanah.” 

Rabbi Jeffrey Summit writes, “In the Jewish tradition, 
intention, kavanah, is an essential part of meaningful action. 
The term kavanah comes from the Hebrew root meaning to 
direct, intend, focus. The rabbis were very clear that living a 
meaningful Jewish life involves combining both the actions 
we do and the intention we bring to those actions. For exam- 
ple, the rabbis stressed that prayer was not just about the act of 
reading or saying the words of a prayer. If you did not pray 

kavanah, actively thinking about the words you were say- 
ing, you have not fulfilled your obligation to pray. So too, in 
the Mishnah, there’s a wonderful passage about the com- 
mandment to hear the shofar blown on Rosh Hashanah. The 
rabbis ask an interesting question: What if you were outside 
walking to shul and you heard the shofar being blown and 
then you realized it was a shofar and not, say, a fog horn? They 
pose the question: have you fulfilled your obligation to hear 
the shofar? The answer that they give is an emphatic No!’ In 
order to fulfill your obligation to hear the shofar, you have to 
actually intend to hear it before you hear it. That is, meaning- 
ful action is not just something that happens haphazardly. 
Meaningful action is the confluence of a thoughtful decision 
about what you want to do coupled with the action of doing it.” 

If Ko Murobushi had just bent his arms, turned his body 
and grimaced on stage, he would have been moving but he

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would not have created something that was meaningful for 
me, his audience. But because he came to his work with 
intention, simple movement became transformative art. 

As I begin my term as president of Congregation Sha’ar 
Zahay, I’m thinking a lot about the concept of kavanah. I know 
I can do the basic work of being a leader. I can call a meeting, 
calendar events, wrangle volunteers. I’m a pretty good listener 
and decision-maker. In other words, I can read the prayer, but 
what intention do I bring to the prayer? How do I make the 
action of being president meaningful Jewish action? 

To begin to answer that question, I need to tell you about 
an experience I once had when I was on the board of a small, 
feminist nonprofit. We had decided that we needed to create a 
pay scale for our staff. We had become big enough and had 
enough staff that it was necessary to create some standards 
for what we paid people who did different types of work. 

Being a feminist organization, we put together a board/staff 
committee to figure this out. I was on the committee and, oh! it 
was painful. We were white women and women of color. We were 
management and staff, and board and staff. We were working class 
and middle class. We were all feminists and lesbians, so of course 
we started by telling our stories, and then we argued and accused 
and blamed and listened and began to understand — and one day 
we had a pay scale that worked (and yes, a lot of time and energy 
went into creating something that many other organizations had 
developed with a lot less angst, but we were talking about people’s 
livelihoods and we thought that was worth our time). 

I was walking home from our last meeting, feeling really good 
about what we had done when I had the sudden thought: “I’ve 
just experienced God. God was in that room.” I don’t know where 
that thought came from — this was before my involvement in 
CSZ — but I knew without a doubt that God had been there. 

I often think about this revelation because it was so unexpected 
(a burning bush in the desert? Sure, but on Valencia St.? Who 
would’ve thought?), and because I keep trying to figure out what it 
means. What I’ve come to so far is this: We came to our discus- 
sions with the clear intention to create something that reflected 


our values. We made sure our discussions (continued on page 14)

dushin during that time. When he was reached to talk about 
ewing his Rainbow pledge, he shared his deep disappoint- 
@:: about what he understood to be our shul’s marriage 
policies. The caller encouraged him to call our clergy and 
schedule a time to talk. Based on the conversation, the mem- 
ber expressed an interest in setting up a meeting as well as in 
staying involved in the shul. This kind of connection makes 
our work meaningful. 

Last year, the Rabbi asked two women to make a major 
commitment to our Rainbow campaign. They generously 
rose to the occasion. With a donation of such magnitude, they 
also decided they would make a significant time investment 
in the shul. This past year they have become re-engaged: one 
member of the couple is now on a path to become a Jew by 
choice, the other to become an adult Bat Mitzvah. 

Finally, we were struck by a young member who had not 
previously made a Rainbow pledge — but in spite of real 
budget constraints, couldn’t resist the opportunity to remem- 
ber his beloved teacher, Phyllis Mintzer. Toda rabba! 

Not all of the calls yielded donations or happy endings. 
Some members are challenged by the current recession; oth- 
ers speak of their limited use of the shul and believe that dues 
should represent their full investment in Sha’ar Zahav. We 
were still glad to have reached these members, to have heard 
their stories, and to have had an opportunity to thank them 
for their membership.

W e hope that we will not experience the next 
big earthquake to hit San Francisco, or any 
other disaster for that matter. But ifan 
emergency or disaster strikes, Congrega- 
tion Sha’ar Zahav is preparing to respond. 
We want to be prepared physically, but we also want to act as 
religious congregation. How will we help alleviate suffering 
in a disaster? How we will help to promote healing? To chan- 
nel people’s desire to help in productive directions? 

Since June of 2008, I have been attending meetings 
sponsored by both SF CARD, (Community Agencies 
Responding to Disaster, www.sfcard.org) and the San Fran- 
cisco Interfaith Council. Last July a couple of us from Sha’ar 
Zahav attended the first workshop for Inter-Congregational 
Emergency Preparedness at the San Francisco Emergency 
Operations Center. 

As part of the training, we learned about the Incident 
Command System. ICS is particularly important for coordi- 
nating emergency response among multiple agencies

themselves reflected our values. We were honest, open and 
respectful of each other. Although we wouldn’t have named it this 
way, we understood that each of us was b’tzelem Elohim, made in 
the image of God. And that, I think, brought God into the room. 

So this is a kavanah | bring with me as I start my presi- 
dency — my intention is to bring God into the room with the 
work we do. I make no claims about understanding exactly 
what God is, but, whether God is a separate being who cre- 
ated the world, or whether “god” is just another word for what 
we sometimes call “community” or “congregation,” or some- 
thing else entirely, I do know that acting with the intention of 
creating space for God will make me a better president. 

We also need kavanot (plural of kavanah) for the work we're 
doing as a congregation. Over the past two years, Rabbi Angel 
and President Alex Ingersoll have been ably leading us as we 
move to a new level of public recognition with our fabulous sid- 
dur, as our membership grows and as we begin the work of build- 
ing a secure financial base for ourselves with an unprecedented 
response to our fundraising efforts. Because we are changing 
and becoming more of what we can be, and because the world 
around us is constantly changing, the Va’ad has decided that it is 
time once again for us to consider the kavanot that guide our 
actions. To use business-speak instead of Jewish-speak, it’s time 
again to create a strategic, long-range plan for ourselves. 

A small group of Va’ad members (myself, Susan Lubeck, 
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because it gives us a common language and response struc- 
ture. Local faith-based and community groups will respond 
to emergencies well before government responders (some- 
times by 3 days!) So it is important that the local organiza- 
tions be able to coordinate with each other, regardless of 
differences in their organizational charts. 

Sha’ar Zahayv is also preparing for an emergency physi- 
cally. We have stored drinking water and food, purchased 
emergency supplies and flashlights, and posted gas, water 
and electricity shut off instructions around the building. I 
have also prepared the information that the leadership needs 
in case of an emergency. We have talked about how important 
it is to have personal and family emergency supplies and 
plans, because prepared individuals and families are the 
foundation of a prepared community. 

Please make sure that you are personally prepared and, 
if you have the time and interest, visit the SF CARD web- 
site to see how you can be involved in the overall commu- 
nity preparedness. 


Jo Ellen Green Kaiser, Michael Tyler and Avi Goldberg) have 
been meeting to pre-plan the planning process. In June, the 
Va’ad will approve a plan to move forward. You'll be hearing 
more about this in the weeks to come, and, over this next 
year, there will be many opportunities for you to help name 
our intentions and the actions needed to carry them out. 

In the meantime, feel free to get in touch with me to let me 
know the kavanah that guides your involvement with CSZ, your 
hopes, dreams and concerns for our community. The absolutely 
best way to reach me is email (kschiller @igc.org) since I’m slightly 
obsessive about checking email (although I do hope to learn to 
keep Shabbat during my presidency by avoiding email from Friday 
sundown to Saturday sundown). If you don’t use email, you can 
leave a message on my home phone (415-550-0637) and I'll get 
back to you (please don’t call before 9 am or after 11 pm). 

In April, I attended the Union for Reform Judaism’s seminar 
for incoming synagogue presidents. One of the things I learned 
there was a blessing for communal leadership. As part of my 
intention to lift our awareness of God’s presence in our midst and 
as a way of reminding us that all the work we do on behalf of com- 
munity is holy work, I plan to ask the Va’ad to begin our meetings 
with this prayer. It also seems appropriate to use it to end my first 
President’s column. Please join me in celebrating our leadership:
